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is is the fourth annual review of literature on African 

birds, and continues from where the third (Supplement 

to Bull. ABC vol.4 no.1) finished and contains all those 

publications noticed from December 1996 until 30 No- 

vember 1997, as well some from earlier dates which I had 
missed. No papers published prior to 1995 are included. 

The considerable majority of the articles are noted on 
regular scans of literature which I receive personally or 
arrive into the library at the British Trust for Ornithology, 
Thetford. Some arrive as exchanges with this Bulletin. For 
others, I rely on occasional visits to other libraries, espe- 
cially the Alexander Library in Oxford, oron organisations 
or authors sending information. If your journal or article 
does not appear below it is not for want of trying, butIam 
always grateful for notice of journals or articles I should 
cover. It would be of considerable assistance if relevant 
items can be supplied in the form of citation and brief 
abstract as below. 

1997 was a momentous year for publications on 
African birds. Birds of Africa volume 5 finally appeared, 
covering the last of the thrushes, the warblers and all 
flycatchers (see Review in this issue of the Bulletin). Roll on 
volumes 6 and7. 

Although no new journals with substantial amounts 
of relevant literature to Africa were initiated this year, there 
still seems to be an ever increasing amount in total. Luckily 
most of general interest appears in well-known and more or 
less widely available publications. I know though that some 
more or less obscure and local newsletters do contain some 
important items and it is these which are most likely to be 
missed by reviews such as this. For the editors of these 
please note that, increasingly, itis such reviews which will 
be a first port-of-call for those wanting to know what is 
already published, so please make them known. 

This supplement broadly follows the pattern of pre- 
vious ones. As last year, the distribution and records 
sections are divided into a ‘Checklist and Rarities reports’ 
section which contains articles with more than a few 
records, and then those with only one ora few records, or 
those with several but of mainly very local interest, are 
included in regional sections following. As before I have

not included items listed under ‘Society outings’ or made 
specific mention of the contents of ‘Recent Reports’ sec- 
tions which appear in several journals and newsletters. I 
have also been selective of notes which are less than c10 
lines and which are really no more than a recent report.

The address 
noted is the present address of the correspondence author 
as far I can tell this.
